THE BOWEA GIFT-HOUSE ENTERPRISE. 

The Washington Cupital has given to 
the public the full history of the Bowen 
gift-house enterprise, in Washington, 
from the public records and the letters 
which passed between Mayor Bowen and 
General Grant. The general facts are, 
thut, on Nov. 27, 1868, U. S. Grant sold the 
house, in Washington, which had been 
presented him by A. T. Stewart and oth- 
ers, to Sayles J. Bowen, for $40,000, 
upon which $1,000 was paid, and a 
receipt for the same given 
in a contract signed by Grant; that the 
same property was sold to W. T. Sher- 
man, for the sum of $65,000, Feb. 19, 1869; 
and that thissame piece of property re- 
mained sold to two different parties until 
April 1, 1869, when a release is found from 
the first purchaser to the second. The 
papers inthe two sales and the release 
were placed on record, and cannot, there- 
fore, be disputed. 

The particular facta in these transac- 
tions come out in the correspondence 
which passed between Mr. Bowen and 
General Grant. On Jan. 29, 1869; Mr. 
Bowen wrote to Kilbourn & Latta, real 
estate agents, who had been the agents 
for Grant in the transaction, proposing to 
purchase such furniture in the house 
as he might find desirable. On the 
next day, the sale of the house already 
being a matter of record, Grant replies 
that he had understood at a previous in- 
terview, that he was at liberty to regard 
the sale of the house as cancelled if he so 
chose and that he had goncluded not to 
sell except to parties who proposed pur- 
chasing it to make a p esent to his suc- 
cessor as Commander of the Army. On 
Feb. 1, Mr. Bowen again writes, and, in 
his letter, says: “I certainly understood 
you to say that you wished the matter to 
remain open for a short period, as you had 
been given to understand that Congress 
might legislate so as to reinstate you in your 
present position as General after the expe, 
ration of your Presidential term. On no 
other account did you ask or desire to re- 
tain the property ; and it was on the basis 
of this assumption alone that everything I 
said was uttered. Finding that Con- 
gress would not legislate as you 
supposed, and not hearing from 
you on the subject, I believed that you 
expœted to carry out the contract and 
yield possession of the property at the 
time indicated.” The President replies, 
Feb. 3, without denying the truth of Mr. 
Bowen’s statement, that, since the inter- 
view spoken of, gentlemen in New York, 
to whom he was indebted for the house in 
the first instance, have proposed buying it, 
with the furniture, te present to General 
She , and oh terms i to 
himsélf. In view of this, he asks, for his 
own accommodation and the accommoda- 
tion of other parties to be benefited, that 
Mr. Bowen shall release him from the con- 
tract of sale. The Capital gays, at this 
point in the narrative, that there is a let-

As the lake winds to 
the eastward indefinitely as the city runs 
south ward, those east of South Park might 
be called East Second avenue, East Third 
avenue, and so on, should such designa- 
tions be needed. From Michigan (Sixth 
avenue) the term avenue should be given 
to all streets runping north and south, to 
the extreme western limits of the city, If 
the number should run up to Thirtieth or 
Sixtieth avenue, or One Hundred-and- 
fiftieth avenue, it wéuld occasion no 
inconvenience. For convenience of 
house-numbering, the avenues would have 
to begin at the river. and number 
northward and southward exactly 100 
numbers to each block. If they number 
from one upward, including odd numbers 
and even, both northward and southward, 
it would be necessary to designate the 
portion of the avenue north of the river 
as North Sixth, North Seventh, &c., while 
that portion south of the river would be 
South Sixth, South Seventh, &c. Or, by 
appropriating the odd street numbers for 
the South Side and the even street num- 
bers for the North Side, the necessity of 
prefixing the term North or South to the 
street would be obviated. In either case, 
however, No. 1 on each avenue must be 
at First street, No. 200 at Second street, 
900 at Third street, &c. Upon 
the latter plan, No. 911 Sixth 
avenue would be five doors from the cor- 
ner of Ninth street and Sixth avenue, on 
the South Side, and 912 Sixth avepue 
would be six doors from Ninth 
street and Sixth avenue, on the 
North Side. This would leave only fifty 
numbers to a block, which might render 
the use of fractional street numbers oc- 
casionally necessary, but it would be rare, 
We assume that the avenues would be 
sufficiently designated by numbering 
them First, Second, Third, ete., westward- 
ly from South Park avenue to the Boule- 
vards. Any short avenue, running a block 
or two between two other avenues, might 
been led place, and numbered by the low- 
est numbered avenue adjoining it. Thus, 
a strenger would know that Fourth place 
lay between Fourth and Fifth avenues, 
and that 990 Fourth place would be the 
corner of Fourth place and Ninth street. 
The term street would be applied to 
‘all the principal! thoroughfares 
running east and west, 
and those south of the line of the main 
branch of the river would be named 
South First, South Second, &¢.; while 
those north of the river would be styled 
North First, North Second, &c. Their 
houses would number from the lake west- 
ward to the Boulevards, and 200 numbers 
would be given to the first block, and 100 
to each subsequent block, so as to make 
their house numbers correspond with the 
enumeration of the avenues. Thus 1200 
South Fourth street would mean the 
corner made by the fourth street south of 
the river and the twelfth avenue west 
of the present South Park avenue; 2250 
North Thirty-second street would be 
thirty-two blocks north of the 
river and twenty-two blocks west of the 
line corresponding to South Park 
avenue. Any short thoroughfare, 
too imperfect to be called a street, but ran- 
ning east and west, should be styleda 
court, and should take its number from 
the lowest numbered street adjoining it. 
Thus, Twelfth court should lie between 
Twelfth street and Thirteenth street, if 
there were such a court. and 1510 Twelfth 
court would be five doors from the corner 


of Twelfsh court and Fifteenth avenue.

Did Stanley see Livingstone? Day by day 
hie alleged exploit grows more doubtfal. 
The pretended letters of Livingstone bear 
traces of Stanley’s hand everywhere, The 
reported geographical explorations are at 
variance with many known facts. The wen- 
derer speaks of ‘‘ discovering” the River Lu- 
alabe, which has been known since 1565. 
According to the routes he describes, water 
runs up hill. M. RicharZ Cortainbeit, Seo- 
retary of the Geographical Society of France, 
has pointed out the suspicions resemblances 
of the Stanley Livingstone epistles to the 
published works of Livingstone, Du Chaillu, 
and Speke. The past career of the Herald 
reporter gives no guarantee of his honesty. 
He has, to be sure, brought to England the 
journal and some letters of Livingstone. It 
is quite possible that he got these without 
ever seeing the explorer. The latter may be 
dead, and Stanley may have obtained these 
documents from thé natives who divided hia 


property, or he may be far in the interior of 


Africa, and Stanley may have found this 
booty at some settlement nearer the coast. 
Livingstone has been repeatedly robbed. 
Would not the natives be apt to steal his 
manusctipte, if they could? 

The regular Republican nominee for Gov- 
ernor of South Carolina is F. G. Moses, Jr. 
A namber of Republicans have bolted this 
nomination. Among them are honest men, 
like Judge J. L. Orr, and dishonest men, 
like the present Attorney General, D. H.
